In May, 1965, SHELDON EMRY received a quantity of 
aaaunition delivered in bis name to the offices of the Aqua 
City Realty Company by tbe REA Express Company. This shipment 
consisted of a number of military belts containing clips of 
.30 caliber ammunition in addition to a nuaber of boxes of 
.45 caliber aamunition. The total ammunition received weighed 
93 pounds and came froa Vic's For Guns, Galveston, Texas.

Inasmuch as SHELDON EM^RY is self-employed as a 
real estate salesman, he has no regular bourB of employment 
and bis hours of employment vary as to the number and the 
desires of his clients. Because of bis uncertain hours of 
employment, it is difficult if not impossible to determine 
bis whereabouts when a bombing has or will take place. In 
this respect, it should be noted that tbe Minneapolis Office 
has unly three bombing matters under investigation and that 
these bombing investigations have labor taionsovertones and 
would not be the type in which 3HISD0N EM^RY could be con¬ 
sidered a logical suspect.
